At the beginning of the year the office of Superin- 
tendent, Registrar and Treasurer was separated. This 
leaves the Superintendent free to devote his whole time 
to the care of the system, including the pumping. 

‘The Registrar and Treasurer has entire charge of 
the bookkeeping and financial matters, under the di- 
rection of the commissioners. ‘This change has proved 
very satisfactory, and is, we believe, a stepin the 
right direction. George A. Worcester was appointed 
Treasurer and F. B. Wilkins Superintendent. 

Extra caution has been used the past year to keep 
the water in good condition. Early in the season the 
wells and standpipe were thoroughly cleaned, after 
which the whole pipe system was systematically flushed, 
beginning with the hydrant nearest the pumping station, 
and blowing off all hydrants and dead ends in regular 
order. ‘The dead ends have also been frequently drawn 
off during the suinmer months. 

‘The water main has been extended on Union street 
1415 feet, and two additional hydrants installed, making 
the present number 71. ‘The cost of this extension was 
$1110.32. 

Oue hundred and eighty-three feet of 4 inch pipe 
has been laid on Monson Place.

REPORT OF THE (URUSTERES 


‘To the Citizens of the Town of Milford the Trustees of 
the Milford Free Library Submit Herewith 
their Annual Report. 


The past year has been marked with gratifying suc- 

cess in all departments of the library work. It may not 
be universally known, but we have brought our library 
to an extraordinarily high standard of usefulness, ex- 
celling in many features other libraries in towns of this 
size. It is for us now to meet the demands which this 
advancement claims. We are grateful for the labor 
that has brought about present conditions, and for the 
strong, unswerving purpose and high ideals of our libra- 
rians, whose systematic and constructive efficiency has 
given Milford a library whose facilities and service are 
so excellent. 

It should be a source of gratification that the town 
has been so fortunate as to have the services of such an 
efficient library force as Miss Secombe, Miss Doane and 
Miss Parker, each so eminently well qualified for her 
duties. All the intricate details have received care and 
attention, and their work has been most acceptable to 
the Trustees. The present library service reflects a wis- 
dom and a ready appreciation of present needs and future 
demands. 

A pleasing feature of the year’s work is the largely 
increased use of the library by the pupils in our public 
schools in connection with their school work. ‘This 
demonstrates more and more the practical usefulness of 
our library, and the pupils are daily learning how it is 
of immeasurable assistance to them on all subjects in the 
varied lines of work. Lists of books adapted to the chil- 
dren in the grades have been prepared and distributed 
among the teachers, who recommend them to their pu- 
pils. ‘hese books are of good, sound, literary quality; 
are elevating ethically, and are characterized by scope 
and variety. In this way a higher, more correct literary 
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taste is developed among our young people. Such sys- 
tematic work, if effectively entered into by our teachers, 
will result in helping to make our boys and girls stronger 
in culture, character and conscience, the kind of inhab- 
itants that will aid in a town’s prosperity. It is our de- 
sire that the children of this town shall read books which 
are acknowledged to be full of good things instead of 
reading aimless, sensational, useless works of fiction. 

Our reading room demonstrates its efficiency in an 
increasing degree and most practical manner. <A great 
increase has also been shown in the historical, scientific, 
and genealogical lines of reading, and we fully believe 
the library serves most excellently the purposes and 
needs of the community. 

Each year the problem of limited space confronts us 
and calls for our consideration. We are solicitous to 
provide adequate space for our increasing number of 
books and, at the same time, to conveniently accommo- 
date the ciildren in their department. More space is 
urgently needed. We realize that many libraries have 
access to reserve space in a basement and in upper rooms 
also. We are practically limited to one floor. While 
we have done much for the accommodation of the 
children, the limited conditions prevent much additiotial 
information which might become theirs if more room 
offered opportunity for greater library equipment for the 
children’s department. A day will ‘very soon come 
when additional space will be imperatively required. 
We must not be content with the limitations of a past 
generation. The conditions of today are not like the 
conditions of yesterday. ‘Today is a better, broader day 
and the demands are greater. This fact is acknowl- 
edged in every town that stands for advancement and 
improvement, and in no public institution of the town is 
this advancement more thoroughly exemplified than in 
the growth of our Free Library. 

There are now two funds from which we derive in- 
terest: The Ezra Gay fund and the Nancy Averill fund. 
There are two other funds from which we hope to re- 
ceive benefit in the immediate future: The Peabody 
fund and the Alice Gray fund. 

In the purchase of books, discriminating and well- 
directed care has been taken to purchase the best and 
highest authorities on various subjects and to eliminate 
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as far as possible, the untried and unproven writers 
whose works live but fora day. We feel that the books 
selected are commensurate with the manifest necessities. 
We have frequent cause to deplore the prevalent rage 
for new books when many works of the world’s greatest 
masters and thinkers lie unopened and unread. The 
demand for fiction would doubtless be lessened some- 
what if every one would realize that a great majority of 
such books tend to enervate the mind, weaken the will, 
make dreamers instead of thinkers and workers, and 
fill the mind with much that is imaginative and un- 
real. 
It is the earnest wish of the Trustees that this re- 
pository of thought, containing so much of intellectual 
and moral power, sacred and enduring, shall each year 
be more and more used by the public. Here among the 
wisely-chosen books are opportunities which should be 
embraced to the fullest extent by the townspeople. The 
world of books is like the world of nature; it is free to 
all. It is practically the People’s University.

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REPORT OF LIBRARIAN. 


To the Trustees of the Milford Free Library : 


I herewith submit my report for the year ending 
Hebruary 15,1911. 

The number of bound volumes in the library Febru- 
ary 15, 1910 was 10,407. During the past year the total 
additions have been 489, comprising the purchases 376, 
the gifts 69, and the periodicals bound 44; 190 have been 
discarded, so that the numbér of bound volumes now in 
the library is 10,706. 

The library has been open to the public 305 days 
and 25,859 books have been taken out. ‘This is au in- 
crease of 466 over the circulation of last year. . 

Our reference work also has grown. We have record 
of over 500 who have used that department. We are 
much hampered in having no proper place for this de- 
partment. The general stack room is not the place fora 
children’s room, a reference room and a library work 
room; but it is the best we can do until our quarters are 
enlarged. At times it is very congested there. 

It has been a help to us to have one of our trustees, 
Miss Powers, on the Board of Education, as through her, 
we are brought into closer relation to the school work, 
and understand better the needs of the schools in the 
matter of supplementary: reading. ‘This year we have 
bought a number of histories for the younger people, 
which have been thoroughly appreciated by the readers 
for whom they were designed. 

We have had 69 gifts. The largest donors have 
been Mrs. TIT’. B. Beach, Miss Powers and Hon. A. EK. 
Pillsbury. Mr. Pillsbury presented aten volume edition 
of Pepy’s Diary.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


The following report of the public schools of Mil- 
ford, for the year ending February 15, 1911, is submit- 
ted to the district: 

The various schools of the town are in asatisfactory 
condition. The efficient work of our Superintendent, 
Mr. Bacon, has been productive of excellent and grati- 
_ fying results. The standard of our schools is gradually 
being raised. ‘The ideals and aims of our High School 
Principal are high and the work thorough. The teach- 
ers of drawing and music have been faithful and the pu- 
pils have shown a commendable degree of advancement — 
in all the grades. 

We would most earnestly recommend for serious 
consideration a commercial course in manual training as 
such opportunities are usually provided in schools in 
towns of this size. 

During the past year extensive repairs have been 
made upon all the school houses. We hope that next 
year only a few hundred doliars will be necessary for 
general repairs. All the school buildings haye been ~ 
painted with the exception of Number Nine. ‘The 
buildings are now well painted, properly ventilated and 
lighted and are in a condition reflecting credit upon the 
town. ‘The rooms and halls in the High school build- 
ing have received a coat of varnish and today: the build® 
ing is as good as new. 

Two hundred dollars was expended on the Pine 
Valley school house recently destroyed by fire. Imme- 
diate action was necessary because of this fire and, ata 
joint meeting of the School Board and the Selectmen, it 
was unanimously decided to move the unoccupied How- 
ard school building upon the school lot at Pine Valley. 
At this writing. the total cost has not been ascertained. 

The salaries of the teachers have been increased sev- 
eral hundred dollars. Present demands require higher 
salaries and a fair adjustment has been attempted. 

A thorough examination of the work in every class 
room of this town would convince one of the excellent 
quality of the work accomplished by our teaching force.

Report of Superintendent of Schools _ 


During the portion of my time the past year spent in 
Milford my work has seemed to deal with small matters of 
pedagogy and businesss of no particular interest to the School 
Board or to the public. These small things tend to make our 
- school system what it should be, but each one is so small that 
it would be ridiculous to single out one or even a dozen -as 
worthy of mention in a general report. 

In June, 1909, the eighth grade pupils were promoted to 

high school along with the ninth grade pupils. Four of the 
ninth grade and eight in the eighth grade were not promoted. 
Their record at the close of the freshman year may prove in- 
teresting. About the same number from each class dropped 
out during the year. Of those remaining at the close of the 

Freshman year: 
1 from eighth grade failed of promotion to soph. class.

Carrying this experiment still further, the highest three 
from the seventh grade were promoted to the high school 
last June. The following is their record the first half = 
compared with the average of each class.

This seems to show that success in the high school does 
not depend so much upon whether pupils have covered a cer- 
tain amount of ground or whether. they have arrived at a 
certain age, but upon’whether. or not they are bright pu- 
pils. The most essential subject is English. Then with 
proper instruction these high school subjects might be lowered 
one, two, or even three grades. 

Arithmetic, Drawing, Music, History, Geography or 
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Physiology help prepare a pupil but very little for the study 
of Latin. As for English, the greatest argument in favor of 
Latin, is that it aids in the study of English, not that English 
is to aid Latin. Nor are these subjects entirely essential to 
a study of Ancient History. 

We are not preparing for the fitfh grade in the fourth 
nor for the eighth grade in the seventh. Whenever this is 
’ thoroughly understood I believe the essentials of the Grammar 

School will be completed with the sixth grade and a _ pupil 
allowed to begin a high school course with special emphasis 
on KEnglish the seventh year.. The first six years of school 
work would not need to be more difficult but different. He 
ean. then begin a Commercial, Manual Training, College, or 
General course which he will pursue six years or less if he 
must leave school. Those who leave at fourteen perhaps will 
have had two years of Manual Training or of a Commercial 
course, while those who prepare for college will find a six year 
‘course an ideal preparation. 

The following summary of movement of pupils through 
the grades accounts for all except two schools. 

With sixteen percent. failing our record is not one of which 
to .be proud, yet it is as good or better than our record in the 
past.

There were twenty-seven in the first grade who had 
been there two years. This seems to have been about the 
usual number in the past. Parents have allowed first grade 
children to attend irregularly returning forty percent. for a 
second year of instruction. 

The past year attention has been given this. grade ex- 
pecting to reduce the number of repeaters The Board now 
require pupils to be six years old before Jan. 1, if they enter 
school in September. Then too, pupils are required to attend 
regularly or stay out altogether. Children under eight are 
not required to attend school but the truant officer calls for 
them if they are enrolled, the same as for other children. 
Parents then take their choice and send them to school every 
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day or keep them out until the next September or until _ they 
are eight years of age. 

This has very greatly reduced the nymber of repeaters 
ifitethis grade. | Last year there were twenty-three in the 
first grade in the the village who had been there two years, 
now there are seven. 

Besides reducing the number who fail we have ,evidence 
to show that the standard has been raised. I wish Wwe could - 
produce such a record for all grades. 

The records of those in attendance last May at the village 
schools were examined with the following result.

That is, twenty-two’ pupils in the eighth had spent two 
years in some grade. If the twenty-three pupils then in the’ 
first grade remain in school we shall have at least that num- 
ber year by year in each succeeding grade who have spent 
two years in some grade. This record is cumulative up to the 
fifth grade when the lawful age for leaving school is reached 
and those who are in the habit of repeating are likely to drop 
out. -This is plainly shown by the above table. 

We must reduce the percentage of failures as low as pos- 
sible. Parents should assist us by keeping their children in 
school. It is not alone the time lost, but the mental condi- 
tion in which a child returns after a prolonged absence that 
prevents him from progressing. 

Overcrowding will add to our number of non-promotions. 
There has been some improvement this year This improve- © 
ment should continue until not more than forty desks are 
allowed in any room. 

Poor health, stupidity, lack of interest, poor teaching 
careless supervision may increase the number. Let us “all 
work together to reduce the number without lowering the 
standard of any grade. 

Report cards are not usually given the attention they de- 
serve until the last week of school. At that time parents call 
upon teachers bringing excuses and promises to tutor their . 
children during vacation. ‘[hese cards should be examined 
carefully each month. A parent’s signature indicates that he 
has examined the card. Parents should see that the number 
of absences is correct, should note the sight and hearing re- 
cord, the rank for deportment, and if their child is attending 
high school they should remember that any rank below eighty 
percent. deprives him of a certificate to college in that sub- 
ject. They should try to discover the reason for a low rank 
appearing and they should consult the teacher at once. Pa- 
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rents or others will be welcome at school at any time except 
the last day of the spring term: when the teachers are ex- 
tremely busy completing records and meeting the classes they 
are to teach the next year. 


While many towns around us have closed their schools on 
account of sickness we have been especially fortunate. - In 
April the White Building was closed two days on account of 
scarlet fever. About a hundred dollars worth of books were 
condemned and burned, and the building properly prepared 
for school. 


Medical inspection is now compulsory in at least two states 
and is permissable in others. That is, the School Boards may 
use school money for this purpose. The Board of Health in- 
spects schools for contagious or infectious disease but a medi- 
cal inspector could do more. He would help to prevent the 
approach of such diseases. He would discover physical de- 
fects so that even the strong and well might become stronger. 
But very few, if any, are physically perfect. Our sight tests 
show that about one in five are defective in sight alone. An 
oral examination would discover a larger percentage of de- 
fectives. Add to this the defects that would be found by an 
examination of the nose, throat, lungs and heart and we 
would find that almost every child in school would profit by 
medical inspection. All parents would feel more secure if 
they knew their children were thus protected against con- 
tagious and infectious diseases. 


The possibilities of visual instruction are considered so 
great by the state of New York, that their state department 
of education has secured thousands of lantern slides which 
are loaned or given to schools provided with suitable lanterns. 
The city of Syracuse has fifteen stereopticons constantly in 
use in the teaching of History, Art, Science and Geography. 
Lanterns for opaque projection are now being perfected that 
dispense with the expense of slides, but throw enlarged pic- 
tures onto a screen from the photographs themselves. 
Such a lantern equipped for opaque or transparent projection 
would add greatly to the efficiency of our schools. 

In October the children sold $56 worth of tickets to raise 
money for school room decorations.

The no-school signal was rung five times last year. The 
Signals are: ; 

8 or 12.30, no session of primary or grammar. 

8.15 or 12.45, no session of primary 1 to 4 

7.45, no session of high school 


If anyone thinks himself a weather prophet let him take 
charge of the no-school signal. Let him order the bell rung 
on some stormy morning at eight o’clock and see the sun come 
out with a smile before nine. He will then be ashamed to go 
. down town and meet the anxious enquiries of those who have 
forgotten the storm. Or let him explain to anxious mothers 
why he did not ring the bell for an approaching storm that 
arrived at 8.30. To remedy this defect I suggest that the no- 
school signal be given on stormy mornings indicating that no 
record of attendance will be taken that day and that no absen- 
‘tees will be taken to school by the truant officer unless found 
on the streets. Those who wish to remain at home could do 
so, but the teachers would be at their schools to instruct those 
who come. ‘In case of clearing weather after a no-school sig- 
nal all pupils might come to-school if they could do so. 

The evening school was conducted thirty evenings with a 
total enrollment of thirty-six and an average attendance of 
fifteen, closing with four pupils. 

At present there are twenty pupils with accommodations 
for 25 at the Pine Valley school. There areseveral plans that 
might be adopted in regard to this situation. The school 
house might be rebuilt and the school continued as it was _ be- 
fore the fire. This would mean that we would continue with 
avery poor school. The fifth and sixth grades might be sent 
to Wilton as they are this term. The seventh and eighth 
grades from that district come to the village school. For 
that .reason it would be better to keep them in town during 
the fifth and sixth grades. On the other hand the fifth, sixth, 
seventh, and eighth grades from that district might go to Wil- 
ton. But we have no assurance that Wilton would care to 
accommodate them, and we could not expect Wilton to accom- 
modate them if at any time their own schools were crowded. 
Another plan would be to build a two room building and try 
to keep all pupils in that district. The cheapest plan for the 
present would be to make this a primary school of four grades. 
The present building could be repaired and placed on the 
old foundation. In order to make more room some system of 
heating could be installed with the stove in the basement. 
With this done I see no reason why the present building 
would not accommodate the first four grades for several years.
